constituent. Father Prisco E. Entines. who is Interested to ascertainb^ If hfc 
obtidned an/ tighu or AAtcfiC'tn citizenship, as h* was bom in the 
Philippines during the time thai the Phlli^^iinea were Amertcan tenttoiy. 

When the PhfUppines voted for independence hi 194®. all fetsi^r 
i A p g y at f i natlonats o f ^ PhU^romcs Tost feetr stat«» a^ American natjonajs. 
aairSccame nayonali» oT^eni^Bppihes otiity. Therefore. Fathtf Eniines 
can obtain no immtgradotf benefits a» a result of being bora in the 
Phifipi^nes v^e those islands were United States tenitosy. 

Fa^er Entines als<^ mentions that lil»^£ahe^p Ms, Enrique Hapa 
Bntme^ was denied posthtunous citizenships He ^Hed to enclose a copy of 
that denial, so we cannot comment. However, though the Posthumous 
Citizenship for Actfve^Z>uty Service Act dl# provide f^the posthumous 
granting of citizenship^ tesecit^te ^ali^s who died while serving with United 
States aroaed forces durtnf i^trtaifr periods of hostilities, that Act also 
i^t>vided that no immigration benefits could be accrued by survivors of the 
^deceased so naturalized. 

..father Entines may lavish to file an application to apply for 
naturalization, so we have enclosed a copy of Form N-400.
